One of the greatest needs of highway transportation today, 
says the head of sin automobile association, is to “get the junk 
cars gff the road.” 
The streets and highways, he observes, are cluttered up with 
tars that are barely able to navigate. They limp along with cough­ 
ing engines and rattling lenders, eyesores to onlookers and a ser­ 
ious menace to other cars. Their brakes do not work, they stall 
in bu; y traffic, they fail in high-climbing and hold up the proces­ 
sion, they are always stopping to repair a blow out or puncture 
mid clogging up the road. They are not only a nuisance to drivers 
whose cars are in proper condition, but there is peril merely in 
their presence on the highway, because nobody ever knows what 
they are going to do or when they will break down. 
Same states are now doing their best to eliminate such cars. 
Connecticut apparently is taking the lead, with state police and

YVisconsin. This was the first time in 
history that whole cow’s milk was re­ 
duced to powder form together with 
the nutritive extracts of malted cereals, 
sothat it wasreadily transportable and 
would keep in any climate.

Years later, in 1895, Mr. Horlick 
combined Malted Milk with choco­ 
late, cocoa and other flavorings, made 
up in tablet and other forms.

Thc'y limp along with cough­ 
ing engines and rattling fenders, eyesores to onlookers and a ser­ 
ious menace to other cars. 
T heir brakes do not work, they stall 
in Lu. y traffic, they fail in high-climbing and hold up the proces­ 
sion, they are always stopping to repair a blow out or puncture 
and clogging Bp the road. They are not only a nuisance to drivers 
whose cars are in proper condition, but th ere is peril merely in 
th eir presence on the highw ay, because nobody ever knows w hat 
they are going to do or when they will break down, 
Same stales cie now doing th eir best to eliminate such cars.
